T IS easily scen that prompt

° Fortunately, we have learned 
ex:method Ly which it can be 
determined whether 3 child will 
Gevelop the disease if exposed 
aiid how to render him immune 
to diphtheria. This is the Schick 
- test. which consists of the in- 
jection of a very small amount 
of diphtheria toxin under the 
skin and in observing the re- 
sults. If the child is susceptible 


| to diphtheria, a red wheal will 


appear at the site~or the injec- 
tion in from. iwerty - four to 
forty-eight hou's. If not, no re- 
action occurs. If the Schick test 
is positive, we are in possession 
of material which will render the 
child immune. 


Formerly this was rather an 
elaborate process, consisting of 
three rather large doses of toxin 
anti-toxin et intervals of a week 
or ten cays. Now a toxoid is 
producce thet is injected in one 
small dose and accomplishes the 
care result. 


All this shouid be done when 
the child is well, not after ex- 
posure to diphtheria. It takes 
ahoui fourteen days after injec- 
tion of the toxoid before the 
Schick test becomes negative 
and able to prevent the disease 
on exrosure. The protection thus 
producee lasts for quite a long 
t'me, @inybe for life, but if in 
Aoubt Pea ee he test will 
show e ¢dfidition, and more 
toxoid can be-given if neces- 
sary. :

. Whenever we reach the point 
that the great majority of chil- 
dren under five-years of age have 
been given diphtheria preventive 
treatment the disease will disap- 
pear from our country. The pre- 
ventive treatmént is only. slightly 
painful and is almost entirely de- 
void of danger, Sometimes a child 
becomes slightly ill after its use, 
but its action is understood so 
thoroughly and the methods of 
pr vention and _controlyso regu- 
Jated by physicians, that the 
danger and discomfort are al- 
most nil. 


As I have stated before, after 


the child hav developed diphther-~ 


ia the use of anti-toxin in suf- 
ficient dosize. early enough, will 


cure, but the danger of not know- - 


ing when the disease starts and 
obtaining the treatment too late 
is always. very great. 

Preventive treatment is the 
only safe method. When anti- 
toxin was first introduced. many 
deaths were attributed to its use. 
This Was, mot true. The deaths 
resulted ‘from ‘the toxin produced 
by the diphtheria bacillus.

RUMBLINGS of the 1936 Presi- though leaders declare his ideas 


dential election are already 
in the air. Of course, the Demo- 
crats know pretty well what they 
are going to do, but the Repub- 
licans have admittedly been cast- 
ing about for a figure strong and 
colorful enough to take the torch 
away from Franklin D. Roose- 
velt. The latest dark horse to ap- 
pear on the political track is 
Clenn Frank, president of the 
University of. Wisconsin, and a 
nationally known liberal edu- 
cator. 

Mr. Frank’s recent speeches at 
the Union League Club in New 
York City hold hope for the-con- 
servatives of the G. O. P., and 
possible importance to the entire 
political situation. The fact that 
Frank, wno has’ been known as 
being politically unorthodox, is 
the spearhead in the Union 
League celebrations is momen- 
tous, for that club is considered 
the die-hard center of old Re- 
publitan conservatism. 

The college president made 
clear his views in, the Lincoln's 
Birthéay speech, in which he at- 
tacked the present administra- 
tion as fostering a “hybrid sys- 
tem” of. government, He would 
soree the Republican party to 
tote on a new aspect, for al- 


are not irreconcilable with G. O. 
P. precepts, nevertheless they add 
in almost the same breath that 
the party needs new attitudes, 
new blood, basic readjustments, 
and a new program. 

Having followed an uncharted 
political orbit, the western edu- 
cator’s rise among the conserva- 
tive Republican element has been 
nothing short of startling. In 
many of his lectures he has as- 
sailed “Old Guard” policies, and 
he stands on the sophisticated 
side in the matter of urban-rural 
issues.
